1> Potential Counterintelligence Action 


Ibfornatlon received from reliable source Indicates 
that TSA-Tampa has a continual problem of a meeting place 
for its weekly sessions. TSA-Tampa bad met for many months 
at private residence of one of Its members but when attendance 
at meetings Increased, the group then changed Its meeting 
place to Ihilverslty Fellowship Chapel (UFC), a part of campus 
of USF, although TSA Is not a student-approved group. Access 
to UFC appears to be through a student caretaker at DFC. 

When UFC has been unavailable, TSA-Tampa has encountered 
difficulty In obtaining a meeting place. 

In view of above. It would seem that some counter- ^ 
Intelligence action could be Initiated concerning TSA-Tampa 
meeting places. One possibility which offers some potehtlal 
is to address an anonymous letter to the USF student caretaker 
at UFC concerning unauthorized use of USF facilities by TSA-Tampa. 
TPO will give appropriate consideration to this potential 
counterintelligence actlon.||^£0.4y

It Is noted that although assistance 

through LEEP «ae previously known to USF officials, the opinion 
of USF officials bad been that any discontinuance of such 
assistance bad to be Initiated through U. S. Department of 
Justice, LEEP Section. Through confidential and tactful 
contacts by. TPO with confidential sources a t USF, these sources 
were Informed that termination ^luenclal assistance 

had to be Initia ted from USF and no^^rom USDJ. Once made 
aware of above, (jy^m^enoval from the New Left scene In 
Taapa quickly followed.
